Reasons for Allowance 

The following is an Examiner's statement of reasons for allowance: the elected invention 
is free of the prior art and the form of the application is acceptable. The closest prior art is 
Villhauer, WO 98/19998. The reference teaches structurally similar compounds (see compounds 
of formula I and definition of R, page 2). The claims differ by requiring a bridged bicyclic 
heterocyclic linker at instant "B" over the N-alkylene- linker of the reference. There is no 
teaching or suggestion to motivate one skilled in the art to modify the prior art linking group and 
arrive at the instantly claimed bridged compounds. Therefore, the claim is free of prior art.
